CHICAGO, IlL—[{To the Editor.]— 
Several husiters who are friends. of 
mine have informed me that you had 
an article in Tux Tripcune early in 
October regarding a disease among 
rabbits. I missed this article and 
would like comp,ete information, as 
I have been planning on a number 
of rabbit hunts this fall and winter. 


‘| Please inform me regarding this 
*| disease, symptoms, danger to humans, 


etc. W. 
ANSWER — Here are the main 
points about the disease among rab- 
bits which you and every hunter 
should know. The disease is called 
tularemia. Cottuntails, snow shoe 
hares, ground squirrels, opossums, 
woodchucks, porcupines and other 
mammals are susceptible to it. Ticks 
also carry the disease from animal to 
animal and to humans. 
Man may catch the disease by han- 
dling infected rabbits, skins of diseased 
rabbits, eating the meat of a rabbit 
which has not been cooked thoroughly 


deer flies. 
Symptoms in humans: First pain, 
tenderness and swelling of lymph 
glands, which drain the region where 
the infection occurs. For example, if 
germ enters through a cut in the 
hand the lymph glands of elbow and 
armpit will be affected. Ulcer may 
form at point cf infection. Then 
other evidences of tularemia may fol- 
low such as headaches, fever, and 
general weakness. Some cases have 
caused death,

RIGA, Latvia, Nov. 16.—Confirma- 
tion of reports of famine conditions 
in Moscow was obtained from an offi- 
cial source here teday. It was admit- 
ted that the Latvian legation at Mos- 
cow had been provided with food- 
stuffs from here regularly during the 
last ten weeks. 
Five foreign representatives in Riga 
are now forwarding provisions to their 
legations and consulates in Russia. 
Other foreign representatives are be-

ment to provide food and fuel for for- 
eign officials in Moscow.
